means of a vacuum technique, comprising: 
a strengthening material; and 

a plurality of transport threads of substantially round and substantially form-retaining 
cross-section for guiding the resin therealong wherein said threads lie substantially in the 
direction of the resin transport. 

2. (Amended) The strengthening layer as claimed in claim 1 wherein the transport 
threads lie in the same plane as the rest of the strengthening material 

3. (Amended) The strengthening layer as claimed in claim 1 wherein the transport 
threads lie against one or both sides of the strengthening layer. 

4. (Amended) The strengthening layer as claimed in claim 1 wherein the strengthening 
material takes at least partly the form of endless threads lying substantially parallel adjacently of 
each other.
